MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Meeting with the Special Prosecutor with Regard to the 
McCord Letters 


1. On 24 May 1976, Mr. Colby called explaining that he had recently 
met with Mr. James McCord and his attorney. Subsequent to such a 
meeting, Mr. McCord had written Mr. Colby on two separate occasions. 
Mr. Colby was seeking our advice as to what, if anything, he should do 
with the letters. We discussed the Agency's previous unpleasant 
experience regarding letters from Mr. McCord after he was arrested at the 
Watergate. Accordingly, I asked Mr. Colby to send the letters here 

at which point we could determine the proper disposition. 

2. Upon receiving the letters from Mr. Colby on 2 June, I called 
him to discuss the matter further. We agreed that this Office would 
discuss the matter further with the Special Prosecutor. Mr. Colby 
told me he would inform Mr. McCord.
